Since the announcement of the results of 
the United States Grand-jury investigation of 
the election frauds, partisan charges of bias 
in the selection of the Grand-jaryand the 
finding of indictments have been made and 
extensively beileved by the friends of the 
indicted statesmen. These accusa- 
tions are indignantly denied by 
District Attorney Bliss, but none 
the less firmly believed to be true 
by those who are naturally expected to take a 
deep interest in the different phases of 
the question. The general sentiment of the 
eltizens strongly indorsed the investigation 
and proposed punishment of violators of the 
election law, but a sense of justice condemns — 
any partisan unfairness, and makes even the 
charges subjects of moment to disinterested 
citizens. The charge that the Grand- 
jury was selected with a view of 
having a Republican majority is 
unfounded. An investigation of the facts con- 
cerning the manner of selecting and excusing 
Grand- jurors shows that everything was regu- 
lar. The manner of conducting the investiga- 
tion, however, could have been more 
judiciously selected to escape adverse criti- 
cism.

“SHARP” SCARED, 


The Big ‘‘Boodler” Afraid to Be Tried in 
New York City. 


New YORE, December 21.—Jacob Sharp has 
decided that, under the circumstances, he 
wantsa change of venue. He served notice 
yesterday through his attorney, Albert B. 
Stickney, upon the District Attorney that he 
would make application to the Supreme Court 
on the th ot this month fur the removal of 
his trial to another county, on the ground 
that, in the present state of public opinion in 
New York City, he cannot get a fair and im- 
partial trial here.

JUDGE GRESHAM’S AID DE CAMP ARRIVES 
THIS MORNING. 


He Talks About the Wabash—Kuews Less of 
It Than Any Railroad in the Country—Has 
Come to Inspect the System—Tells His 
Plans in General—Has Resigned His Ann 
Arbor Professorship.

THE MOTHER WINS. 


AN INTENSELY DRAMATIC SCENE IN THE 
CRIMINAL COURT TO-DAY. 


A Grandmother and Her Daughter Fight for 
the Possessien of the Son of the Latter— 
James Francis King, a 6-Year-Old Boy, 
the Cause of the Trouble—Detalls of the 


Affair. 


The habeas corpus proceeding forthe pos- 
session of the 6-year-old child, James Francis 
King, was argued and decided in the Criminal 
Court this morning. The boy has been raised 
by his grandmother, Mrs. Elizabeth Grennin 
of No. 1521 North Ninth street, and 
his mother, Mrs. Grennin’s daughter, who is 
now married a second time, brought the 
action for the possession of the child. Her 
name now is Mrs. Elizabeth Simpson, and 
she was represented by David Murphy. 
Mrs. Grennin, through her counsel, 
Mr. Charies B. Smythe, admitted that the 


mother of a child was the proper custodian 
under ordinary circumstances, but claimed 
that in this instance the mother was not a 

roper person to have control of the boy. 

hey introduced testimony in support of 
their claim, but only succeeded in show- 
ing that the daughter, Mrs. Simpson, had 
been in the habit ot keeping bad hours, and 
that before she was married to her present 
husband she was quite intimate with him. 
They also introauced testimony to show that 
she bad frequented the house of a woman who 
did not bear a very good reputation. The 
mother’s three sisters and a brother testified 
against her. 

ON THE OTHER SIDE. 

Mrs. Simpson took the stand and claimed she 
had been drigen from home by ber folks and 
that she had not taken care of the child be- 
cause she was unable to support him. As 
—— — she married her present husband, Mr. 

—— which was on August 1, she had 

ea y for the custody of the child, 
but had deen refused the boy. Her husband 
testified that he and the mother were married, 
that he wasa hotel cvok and that he was 
willing and anxious to support the boy. A 
neighbor testified that Mrs. Simpson was the 
best one of the family. 

Judge Normile said that the testimony 
against the mother had all been in regard to 
her past life, and not her present. Whatever 
ebe had been inthe past made no difference 
she was leading agood life now,and there 
was not sufficient evidence to show that 
even in the past she had not been 
a proper person to have charge of the child. 
As long asa mother was the proper party to 
care for a child, she was its rightful guardian, 
its other parent being dead. He would, there- 
tore, unpleasant as it might be to the grand 
mother, pave to order that the child be turned 
over to its mother.

BEV. DR. M’GLYNN. 


The Priest's Retreat From the Pastoral Res- 
idenee—The Summons to Rome. 


New York. December 21.—The Rev. Dr. Mo- 
Glynn had not returned to the pastoral resi- 
dence yesterday from his trip out of town. 
One of the parishioners of St. Stephen’s said 
yesterday that Dr. McGlynn had not gone into 
a retreat in the ecclesiastical sense of the 
word, but in ghe ordinary meaning of the word 
he had. He had retreated from the. pastoral 


residence, 

A priest who has long known Dr. McGlynn 
intimately said last evening: The Rev. Dr. 
McGlynn has not celebrated mass since he was 
suspended from his functions by a summons 
to Rome. All statements that he fas said mass 
since that time are mistakes. The misstate- 
ment is probably caused by mistaking Father 
Laughran for Father McGiynn. Neither 
has Dr. McGiynn been within the altar 
rail during service. The summons to Rome of 
itself suspended Dr. McGiynn, and he will say 
no mass, high or low, until he goes to Rome. 
He will go to Rome like the good priest that he 
is, and he will submit to the decision of the 
Church. He will arrange his affairs in his 
parish as soon as he can, but he must , for 
even if Archbishop Corrigan wished to et him 
say mass, permission could not be given.’

The Colorado’s Victory. 


The Court of Appeals to-day, in an opinion 
by Judge Rombauer, gives a strong foothold 
to the St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado Rail- 
road Company in its efforts to reach this city. 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad Company ap- 
plied in the name of the State for a writ of 
— nst Judge Seay of the Circuit

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against an inferior tribunal except In cases 
where the usurpation of jurisdiction by that 
tribunal is clear. The Circuit Court has the 
power to hear and determine petitions in con- 
demnation proceedings, and while that juris- 
diction is statutory and limited the law pro- 
vides ample means to prevent its erroneous 
exercise, as it is settled that appeals lie from 
its judgments in such proceedings. A forel 
corporation may avail itself of the right 
of condemnation conferred on domestic 
corporations as section 790 Revised 
Statutes rovides. The trespass upon the 
Missouri Pacific property,assuming that it is a 
tres pass, is at the most a constructive one. 
The erection of an elevated railway of suffi- 
cient height not to interfere with the opera- 
tion of the Missouri Pacific or its t c can- 
not possibly be an irreparable injury.

the State from $1,210,108,000 to $726,178,000. 


Our system has resulted ina far more

St. Louis real estate alone is assessed at 
nearly one-third of the aggregate ,Basess- 
ment for the whole State, and at many 
millions more than the entire assessment 
of all the property in Cook County. It is

George Party sharply Critioised. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcnH. 

New YORK, December 21.—Gaybert Barnes, 
the Secretary of the Land and Labor Organiza- 
tion, as the Henry George party is now called, 


Indianapolis, the Secretary of the Industrial 
Union of America, asking the co-operation of 
the Land and Labor Organization at the con- 
vention to be held in Cineinnati on February 
22. It is proposed at this convention to have 
representatives of the Knights of Labor, 
trades’ unions, Greenback-Labor party, 
Farmers’ Alliance, Grangers, Anti-Monopoly 
Leagues, People’s party, Farmers’ and Labor- 
ers’ Co-operative Union and Agricultural and 
Soldier organizations. 

Mr. Barnes has written a reply in which he 
says: The organized labor of our great cities 
will be chary of entering a convention wherein 
representatives of people’s parties, soldiers’ 
organizations andthe like are admitted ona 
footing of equality with these of the farmers 
and laborers of our country. That member of 
your committee with whom you suggest that 
I should confer, Dr. Ferdinand Seeger, is not 
a representative of the wage-earners of this 
city, and he no more represents the working- 
men or the farmers of New York. That Dr. 
Seeger could by any means speak for them 
would only excite an amused smile. By the 
same mail which brings me your commuoni- 
cation I have received a letter which contains 
these words: 

Jou can feel assured that the monopolists 
will have their delegates at Cincinnati in the 
shape of ‘laboring men,’ and these further 
words, ‘Let not this convention be captured 
by the enemies of labor... 

HARD HITS. 

Would there bethe slightest possibility of 
anybody capturing a really representative 
convention? I notice that Mr. B. 8. Heath of 
Chicago is Chairman of your committee. So 
far as I can learn he is one of the most earnest 
workers in the labor cause. Yet my attention 
has been directed to a recent editorial in his 
paper (the Express) in which, under 
the caption, Disguised Democracy—A 
New York Scheme’’—he says that ‘‘A 
clique of New York politicians have 
seized upon the George vote;’’ that Gov. 
Hill and Henry George are its figureheads;’’ 
that we have good ground for beiieving this 
side-show to a Democratic scheme to regain 
control of the George vote; and finally that 
ours is a work intended simply to gratify the 


ambition of a few New York professional poli- 
ticilans, or to save the wreck of a corrupt old 


party. 

Now it is difficult to see how, with any 
shadow of self-respect, men thus stigmatized 
could even, if authorized, take any part ina 
movement whose officiai head holds regarding 
them such language as I have quoted. It you 
will look at the resolutions under which this 
committee acts, you will see that 
one of them accuses Gov. Hill 
of prostituting his power in aid of the 
vilest mercenaries. How then can he be a 
figure-head’’ ofours? The same resolution 
declares that the Democratic party is but a 
corrupt machine. Ho can it be, then, that 
we are ee to save“ it? And ‘‘we 
have good grounds for believing that the 
labors of this committee are a Democratic 
scheme to regain control of the George voter.’’ 
That conception of Henry George would, even 
by implication, lower him to the level of a 
place hunter, and is essentially a vulgar 
conception. It is my own belief, founded 
on long acquaintance with Mr. George, that 
not 30,000 persons, no nor 100,000, could 
induce him ever again to stand as a candi- 
date for a high public office. This committee 
hopes that your coming convention may be a 
great success—that it will demand radical re- 
mediai measures, fewin number, clearly de- 
fined and broadly acceptable. If you can 
make it the beginning of reforms that our cor- 
respondents ail over the Union are pcg, 
for, we shall rejoice with you. In that case, 
am sure that the men of the West will encoun- 
ter no bickerings, no distractions, no jealous- 
ies, but the most hearty co-operation om the 
men of New York. 

THE PROGRAMME. 

Mr. Barnes, in speaking of the matter to a 
reporter, said yesterday: There seems to be 
an idea in the West that this is an Eastern 
movement. The impression is not well found- 
ed. We have clubs all overthe West. We do 
not propose to impose a platform ofa party 
name on our convictions. Ido not know 
when the convention will be held. It may not 
be forayear. The sooner they relieve us 
from our temporary functions the better we 
will be satisfied. Many of our warmest friends 
question the expediency of our putting a Na- 
tional ticket in the fleld in 1888. We want first 
to capture the Fifty-first Congress, and all our 
efforts will be directed to that end.’’

blank ‘‘agreement’’ furnished by him:

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NOT A “HIPPODROME.” 


The Manager of the Schaefer-Slosson Match 
Has a Word to Say. 


Mr. J. W. McOullagh, who managed the re- 
cent billiard match between Jacob Schaefer 
and George F. Slosson, denounces the New 
York Clipper rather strongly for its charges 
thatthe match was a hippodrome and that 
the main mover in the scheme was Mr. Moses 
Bensinger. ‘‘When Iwas in Chicago,’’ said 
Mr. McOullagh, I desired to secure affidavits 


from the backers of Slosson and Schaefer— 
Howard and Roche—from the stakeholder and 
from tne players themselves to the facts in 
the case, and I intended when introducing the 
players to mention the attacks of Ben Garno 
of the Clipper, and treat them as they de- 
served, but I was persuaded not to doso. 
Garno attacks everybody in the match over 
the shoulders of Mr. Bensinger who had noth- 
ing whatevertodo with the match and in 
justice to him I would like to have it so 
stated. Garno seems to have some personal 
spite against Mr. Bensinger, but 
what it is I do not know. 
As to match being a hip- 
podrome, the statement is the  veriest 
nonsense. Slosson did not receive a cent 
for his pains excepting what I gave him here 
in St. Louis. Howard told him it he wanted 
his share ofthe proceeds he would have to 
putup hisshare ofthe money, Besides that 
the original telegrams in the arrangement of 
the match can be produced at any time anda 
»ublication of them would show at once the 
allacy of the accusation. Another thing that 
Garno said was equally absurd. He said 
that this last game was arranged in order 
to catch Patti and the crowd in 
Chicago. Now I was not even aware that 
Patti was in America, iet alone in Chicago, 
and the reason the match was played on 
December 17, was because it was the only date 
on which we could secure that hall, the best 
in the city for an affair of this kind.’’ 

Mr. McCullagh said that Schaefer received 
somewhat over $500 for the gate receipts in 
Chicago, while Slosson was paid but $125 as the 
receipts in St. Louis. The total receipts in 
Ohicage amounted to $780 and in this city $422. 


Bowling. 
The following is the score of the game played 
between the St. Louis and Lyon Bowling Clubs 
at Koerner’s alleys last night: 


Robbed—His Alleged Slayer Now in the 
St. Louis Jail—Jackson Attempts Suicide— 
His Story of the Crime. 


Webster Jackson, a young man 23 years of 
age, was placed in jail tor safekeeping this 
morning by Joseph Noelke, the Sheriff of 


Franklin County,Missouri. He is being brought 


back from Ohio to answer to a charge of mur- 
der. Last October Alex. McVicker, a man 50 
years of age, was murdered and robbed in 
Franklin County, and Jackson is charged with 
the crime. Both men had been working in 
the kitchen of William Keene, a railroad con- 
tractor doing work in Frankiin County 
at the time. McVicker was employed 
in the kitchen tent ag a baker, while 
Jackson was a cook. On the day of the 
murder they yalked down the road from the 
camp together and neither of them ever re- 
turned. McVicker’s dead body was found 
afterward on the road. He was known to 
have had on him several hundred dollars 
which he had saved from his hard earnings, 
but when his body was found this money was 
all gone. Suspicion of course immediately 
pointed to Jackson, who was last seen with 
him and had fled the country. For a long time 
no trace of him could be found, but recently 
it was learned that he had deen 


arrested in Ohio for horse-stealing. The au- 
thorities there thought they had a good case 
——— him, but on the representations of the 
ssouri officials that there was a dead case 
of murder against him here, turned bim over 
to Sheriff Noelke. The latter claims to have a 
very strong case against him, and says Jack- 
son is sure toswing. He says that it can b 
shown that the young man was seen wit 
McVickers just before the killing, and it can 
be shown that when he returned to his home 
in Ohio he had several hundred dollars, 
when it is known that he had nothing pre- 
vious to the murder, The Sheriff says they 
have a complete chain of * 
CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE 
against the young man that would convict 
him before any jury. While in Ohio Sheriff 
Noelke learned that Jackson had already 
served a term in the penitentiary there. While 
bringing him here last night the young man 
attempted tocommit suicide by cutting his 
throat, but was frustrated in his attempt by 
the timely interference of his guard. Noelke 
gives him a very bad reputation. 

Jackson is a rather n looking 
young man, and would hardly e taken 
for he criminal be is pictured to 
be. He says he is a book-keeper by business, 
but has tried his hand ata number of things. 
Not long ago, he says, he was in the patent 
medicine business here, owning a halt interest 
in a preparation which was extensively adver- 
tised about the city. He lost all the money he 
possessed in this venture, and, being ashamed 
to go home with the story of his losses, says 
he hired out as cook for Mr. Keene of Frank- 
lin County, Headmits walking up the road 
the morning of the murder with McVicker, but 
denies all knowledge of the killing. The 
old man left him, he says, to return to camp 
while he went on and caught the train for St. 
Louis, telling McVicker that he intended to 
return to his home in Ohio. Jackson says that 
he himseif had $125, which he had saved, and 
that after coming to St. Louls he laid over 
here a day, winning $60 on the Browns-Chicago 
base ball game of that day. This made about 
$175 in all which he had, and he claims that 
this is all the money he was possessed of when 
he reached home. He says he was born and 
raised in Dayton, O., and admits that he

in the Ohio penitentiary for horse-stealing, 
and that he was under arrest for the same 
offense when turned over to Sheriff Noelke. 
He says he never had any trouble with Mc- 
Vicker, and that the latter was a very nice 
old man. Jackson is evidently badly scared 
and fears he will be strung up, though he says 
that if he is hung they will be taking the life 
of an innocent man.

Under the new pitching rules, says the New 
York Clpper, the pitcher, when he takes his 
stand in the bax to deliver the ball, must first 
place one foot—his right foot if a right handed 
pitcher, and Ms left if the reverse—on the 
rear line of hit position, and this foot ne must 
keep onthe line in question until the bail 
leaves his handon the way tothe batsman, 
In making his preliminary movement 


to deliver the ball to the bat he can 
take but one forward step and that step 
mustbe madeso as to — his left foot on 
the ground in front of him to the left of the 
line running through the center of his posi- 
tion. The words of the rule are, one step“ 
in making the preliminary motions to deliver 
the ball. Take, for instance, Cushman’s

speli-bound. For half an hour before he 
closed his address the room was hushed as ii 
it were a prayer rather than an address that 
was being spoken. He was cool and delib- 
erate, but deeply in earnest. He showed no 
signs of weariness from his long task, but 
carried his full physical vigor to the last word. 

Lady Colin,“ he said in conclusion, is as 
much upon her trial as if she stood in the 
shadow of a criminal dock, and just as it 
would be your duty then to weigh the evidence 
carefully, calmly and fully, so it is your duty 
now. I will say nothing about the effect of an 
adverse verdict upon others. Iwill not dwell 
upon suchathing. I will not make any more 
than passing reference to these parents whose 
child has been their delight and their comfort; 
whose heads, now bent with age, will for ever 
hereafter be bent in shame should your voice 
go for the condemnation of their child. Gen- 
tlemen, Lady Colin loves something more 
than her life. Something dearer than her life 
is in your hands, and it is with anearnest 
heart and with a spirit of reverence that! 
would pray that your mind and your judgment 
may be inclined in this case to give a true, a 
just and honest deliverance.’’ 

MRS. BLOOD BREAKS DOWN. 

Poor old Mrs. Blood! She broke down 
under the terrific strain that culminated here 
and fell over convulsively on the desk in 
front of her. Lady Miles whispered a com- 
forting word, but Lady Colin sat like a marble 
statue. Sir Charles took his seat. There was 
an attempt at applause coming apparently 
from all over the room, but a look of reproof 
from the Judge and a loud command of 
silence from the officers strangled it on the 
spot. I expected to see Lady Colin turn 
around and give Sir Charles asmile of con- 
gratulation, as she did when he closed his 
opening speech, but there were no congratu- 
lations from her or any one elise. The court 
adjourned for luncheon, and as people went 
out they whispered and said that Sir Charies 
Russell had probably saved Lady Colin. 

JUSTICE BUTT'’S CHARGE. 

The court reassembied ata quarter to three 
and after a few preliminaries Mr. Justice Butt 
began his summing up, bir Charles Russell 
had not returned and did not appear again 
during the remainder of the proceedings. Vid 
Mr. Blood was away, in bed, and Mrs. Blood 
did not return. Neither the Duke of Maribo- 
rough nor any of the other co-respondents 
were present except Dr. Bird. Lady Colin 
wasinher customary seat, and beside her 
Lady Miles. Lord Colin sat beside his brother 
George, Lords Walter and Archibald bein 
placed just opposite, Everybody looked tired 
‘and anxious. The most important address of 
this whole long trial was about to be made, 
for by it the verdict was virtually demon- 
strated. Mr. Justice Butt is one of the 
calmest and most deliberate of men. He 
turned in his seat towards the jury, adjusted 
his glasses and laid out before him his manu- 
script on which he bad written the headings of 
his address. He sat there and talked to the 
jury just four hours. He went through the 
salient points of the evidence as if he were 
holding an earnest conversation with a friend. 
It was not a charge in the sense that term is 
used, but a recital of the evidence—a sort of 
cléaning out and untangling, with telling com- 
ments that left no doubt in the minds of his 
hearers, ten minutes after he had begun, as to 
his being favorably inclined towards Lady 
Colin. e was more her advocate than even 
Sir Charles Russell had been. Nobody had said 
so many effective things in her behalf as he did. 
He attacked nearly all the witnesses ainst 
her and from the beginning to the end did not 
once say one harsh word about her. On the 
other hand, he spoke with frequent scorn of 
Lord Colin. He almost sustained the charge 
of adultery With the housemaid against him, 
and if it had not been for the evidence of two 
reputable s eons, who had sworn she was 
virgo intacta, he would have done so outright. 
He practically sustained Lady Miles,whom Mr. 
Finlay had attacked so violently, saying what 
she had sworn to might be true and stili no 
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despair and his brothers were almost as much 
depressed. When the Judge had finished the 
ury went out almost immediately. The Judge, 

imseif, retired, and Lady Colin, Lady Miles 
and her friends passed out to one ofthe ante- 
roowsin the rear of the court-room. The 
majority of the poeple present, however, kept 
their seats and discussed the probabilities of 
the verdict. At9:30 word came that the jury 
would comein. The Judge returned to his 
seat, Lady Colin returned and resumed her 
piace and Lord Colin also his. It was a mo- 
ment of breathless suspense when the jury 
filed in. It turned out, however, that they 
had only come in to say that they could not 
agree. The Judge sent them back to try till 


l0o'clock. Whenthe time came everybody 
was again waiting. Lady Colin had sat some 
time without saying aword. Lord Colin hada 
seat beside Mr. Finlay. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury did not come in exactly at W and 
this was considered significant that they were 
about to reach a verdict, which proved to be 
the case. When they came in the foreman an- 
swered No“ in response to all inquiries of 
the Court as to the guilt of the various parties 
implicated in the case, and the great trial was 
at au end. Lord Colin went out without a mo- 
ment’s delay, but friends began to crowd 
around Lady Colin in order to offer her their 
congratulations. One of the first to shake her 
hand was Dr. Bird, who made his way with 
some difficulty through the crowd. She smiled 
on her friends, who thronged about her, but 
it was not a smile of much joy, for the 
chains that bound her are still unbroken. 
Nevertheless it was a victory for her and an 
awfuldefeat for Lord Campbell. The Judge 
was not in his seat when the verdict was an 
nounced. A great crowd had hung about the 
entrance to the law courts building all even- 
ing, and when the result was made known 
there was some demonstration of applause. 
Lord Colin having failed to prove the charges 
against his wife and against the co-respondents 
the costs will tall on him. The costs of the 
trial are about $175,000. This I have from Mr. 
Geo. Lewis, Lady Colin’s solicitor. These are 
the fees for counsel, costs of working up the 
case and so forth. Itis supposed the Duke of 
Argyle will have to bear almost the whole, ex- 
pense, and as he is a poor man, it will almost 
ruin him.
